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INDISPENS A HI E NE WSP AP KK 

One observer of things journalistic 
describes this as the day of the met¬ 
ropolitan newspaper, but one of his 
contempories finds'* the sun far up on 
a new day for the newspaper of more 
local circulation and interest. At first 
the two statements may seem incom¬ 
patible, but are they? Is there not a 
place for both in the present order of 
things? Apparently there is, either 
because they have made it for them¬ 
selves or because the reading public 
has found it needs both. A study of 
population and newspaper circulation 
statistics leads one to the conclusion 
that outside the cities the metropol¬ 
itan newspapers go into a large per¬ 
centage of the homes into which the 
local newspaper goes. Within the 
city where it is published the metro¬ 
politan daily is a local, home-town 
newspaper, meeting all the needs of 
its readers. Beyond the limits of its 
own local field it supplements, not sup 
plants, smaller local newspapers. The 
large city newspaper with its world¬ 
wide news, comics and other depart¬ 
ments, while essential to modern civ¬ 
ilization, cannot take the place of the 
home newspaper. The very fact that 
the big city daily must cover the 
broad field it does; forbids its becom¬ 
ing local, and it is in the local field 
that the home newspaper dominates 
and finds its true usefulness. While 
it has need for both, the small city 
and town if compelled to choose be¬ 
tween them would unhesitatingly re¬ 
tain the local newspaper. For, after 
all, it is the home news which is most 
important. It records the events of 
the community, the current history of 
its citizens. And, what is equally im¬ 
portant, it is interested in the home 
town, fostering the civic pride and 
progressive spirit of the community. 


IT MAKES BUSINESS BID 


The history of advertising is so in¬ 
tertwined with the development of big 
business that it is difficult to deter¬ 
mine which is the cause and which 
the effect. Does business owe its 
phenomenal progress to^its use of ad¬ 
vertising or is the development of ad¬ 
vertising just a phase of the growth of 
business ? Some may take the oppos¬ 
ite view, but a little thought on the 
question invariably leadp one to the 
conclusion that business developed in¬ 
to “big business’ only after it had per¬ 
fected advertising as a business asset. 
Jt has not been long since advertising 
was as severely criticised anil ridicul¬ 
ed as boasting of personal qualifica¬ 
tions. And the public showed no more 
faith in the claims of advertisements 
than it did in the boastings of the 
braggart. For this reason few used 
advertising in those dark ages but the 
quack and imposter, in whose hands 
it produced riches as miraculously as 
did Aladdin’s lamp and the golden 
touch of King Midas. Eventually, le¬ 
gitimate business realized that adapt¬ 
ed to honest merchandising advertis¬ 
ing would work even greater won¬ 
ders. Then it was just a matter of 
dispelling the popular pro judice 
against advertising and inculcating in 
the public mind Jaith and discern¬ 
ment to take its place. For the dis¬ 
covery—the richest vein of business 
ever opened—big business is indebted 
to the quack and faker. Without ad¬ 
vertising there would be no such 
thing as “big business.” ( 


FREE ADVERTISING 


We have never yet bought a dollars 
worth of bananas and asked that the 
bunch of bananas be thrown in for 
good measure; nor bought a yard or 
two of suiting and asked that a suit 
be thrown in for good value; rior pur¬ 
chased a few dishes and asked that a 
whale dinner set be given us for busi¬ 
ness sake. But we have been asked 
to sell a small space of our advertis¬ 
ing columns, a*hd then requested to 
publish a “new's item” which is pure 
advertising, and at regular rates, 
would be worth more by 10 times, the 
paltry sum paid for the display space, 
says the editor of the Cardston News. 
But some people’s’ ideas of good busi¬ 
ness are even more lofty than that. 
Thep apparently assume at the outset 
that a real ad. in the paper, for which 
they w’ould have to pay, is worthless, 
but at the same time they hand us a 
lot of “dope” about their doings and 
-intentions, to be printed gratis of 
course, that if paid for would run into 
a number of hard-earned dollars. 
Just what these people think a news¬ 
paper man lives on, is hard to esti¬ 
mate. They must think he is a sort 
of ethereal being that requireiTbut lit¬ 
tle of actual contact with cold cash 
for sustainance. They never spend a 
dollar for letting the world know their 
wants or desires, and often do not 
spend even the price of a subscription 
to the paper. But, despite their evi¬ 
dent belief that it doesn’t pay^to ad¬ 
vertise, they would like to load up the 
columns with a great deal of “free 
matter” that costs just as much mon¬ 
ey for the newspaper to publish. We 
have but two ways of getting reven¬ 
ue, viz. from Advertising and from 
subscriptions. We want to do our full 
share of public am{ community work. 
We will boost for any good cause. 
But free advertising is certain sooner 
or later to put us on the sick list. 


VIRTUE 


Rousseau in his philosophy has cal¬ 
led to our attention that we are nev¬ 
er puzzled “to account for virtuous 
actions” and that the “love of virtue 
and hatred of vice are as natural as 
the love of ourselves.” That ancient 
proverb “virtue is its own reward” he 
jtiveo tt> us in tbi“ new dress. “To 
take a pleasure in virtue is the re 
ward of having been virtuous.” It is 
impossible to conceive of a human be 
ing so depraved as to take no pleas¬ 
ure in doing good. Since it has been 
brought to our attention we come to 
the realization that the acts -vgeseek 
to account for are the acts of cruelty, 
dishonesty and immorality. Virtues 
and acts of goodness seem natural to 
us. We can not explain iniquity and 
every wicked act appears unnatural, 
‘if not accidental. In connection with 
virtue Rousseau has suggested that 
“every one contributes to the public 
good for his own interest but that the 
virtuous man does , not contribute to 
the public good to his own prejudice." 
He might have added that it iif not 
necessary to sacrifice self to serve 
others. 


ELI MI NATE EX A MIN A HONS 

Down in Whitby the June examina¬ 
tions in the public schools have been 
eliminated. Pupils v.ho made at least 
an average of 65 percent in their 
year’s work and sessional examina¬ 
tions, and whose attendance has been 
regular will be promoted next June 
without having to write the final ex¬ 
amination. A child’s record for the 
term is a much better indication of his 
ability and diligence than is the pas¬ 
sing of a promotion examination. 


NOXIOUS WEEDS PROBLEM 

A question that affects the farmers j 
of Alberta more than anything else isj 
that of the spread of noxious weeds, j 
At the ratepayer’ annual meetings' 
last week, over the province, the prob¬ 
lem was discussed, but no definite de¬ 
cision was taken. Why is it that so 
many farmers of the province have 
to be compelled to d^thfngs to their, 
advantage? Not all have to be forc-| 
ed to do so. Many are ready to adopt j 
new measuresr embrace new methods! 
and accept new innovations, often 
with a view to trying them out to see 
if there is any benefit tb agriculture 
in them but there are always some! 
who are indifferent. In such a mat¬ 
ter as eradicating weeds Jt is sur- \ 
prising that any farmery no matter! 
how indiffere nt, ^ caimtfTrealize the! 
benefit to himself to keep the weeds 
from going to seed and spreading ov¬ 
er his own place, not to mention his 
neighbor’s property. With the major- j 
ity of people heartily in sympathy: 
there should be no great difficulty in 
enforcing the noxious weeds’ act. 'the: 
municipality is empowered to appoint: 
weed inspectors and in case the mun- [ 
icipality does not do so, the govern-1 
meat may take the matter in hand. 
Farmers generally should grapple serj 
iously with the weed problem, other-j 
wise their properties will decrease in 
value and great loss will occur to all 
concerned. 

A FACT WORTH KNOWING 


TAXES REDUCED 


The outstandingjeature of the Bud¬ 
get is that the Government has given 
the public the benefit of mounting 
revenues by further steps in the re¬ 
moval of restrictions upon business, 
and his announced the following re¬ 
ductions in taxation: Sales tax cut 
20 per cent, i.e., reduced from five to 
four per cent, effective February 18th. 
Income tax cut by 10 cent all round. 
Applicable to this year’s assessments. 
Stamp tax—exemption from $5 to $10 
All cheques, etc., over $10 bear flat 
rate of two cents, effective July 1st. 
Stamp tax on overdrafts and advan¬ 
ces abolished, effective July 1st . Ex¬ 
cise tax on matches cut by 25 per 
cent, effective July 1st.

Here att a Few Interesting Facta 

About Canada. A Land of Rich 
Resources 

Canada has the most extensive sea 
fisheries in. the world. 

Canada possesses the world’s lar¬ 
gest pulpwood resources. 

Canada has the largest inland port 
in the world—Montreal. 

Canada has the greatest asbestos, 
nickel and cobalt deposits in the'wdrld 

The Chicoutimi Pulp Company pro¬ 
duces more ground wood pulp than 
any other mill in the world. 

Canada has 121 dailies and 1066 
weeklies—66 in French <«id 30 in thir- 
teen foreign languages. 

Canada has the largest combination 
elevator in the world, at Port Arthur, 
capacity, nearly 10,000,000 bushels. 

Canada produced in 1923 a crop of 
10,800,000 barrels of apples, worth 
$21,000,000, of which Nova Scotia pro¬ 
duced one half. 

Canadian newsprint mills hdve a 
capacity of over 5000 tons of pulp 
daily. She is the second largest -pro¬ 
ducer of new^ii int paper, and-well on 
the way to becoming firs,t. 

Canada has the third laigest for¬ 
est resources in the world (approxi¬ 
mately 900,000 square miles) being 
exceeded only by Russia and United 
States, and could truthfully be called 
“The Empire’s Wood Yard.’’ 

Canada has one of the world’s leaf¬ 
ing producing gold mines in the Hol- 
linge" Canaria is also particularly 
fortunate in other mineral wealtli— 
for she has 90 per cent of the world’s 
cobalt, 85 per cent of the world’s nick¬ 
el and 88 per cent of the world's aa- 
besto. Over 90 per cent of Canada is 
rich in minerals ranging from gold, 
silver and platinum to coal, salt and 
oil. 

Canada is a young country—it’s on¬ 
ly sixty years since confederation, 
and her youngest province only twen¬ 
ty-one years old—but what she lacks 
in years she has made up by achieve¬ 
ment. Canaria holds today a com¬ 
manding position among the wheat 
producing countries of the world, and 
prizes and championships have come 
to her from successes in grain grow¬ 
ing and otTier agricultural achieve¬ 
ments. Over one million workers are 
engaged in agriculture alone, and in 
1922 her, revenue from this source was 
$1,420,000,000. Yet only one-fifth of 
her arable land is under cultivation. 

SAPIRO FORD LIBEL 

Motor Magnate Sued for Million 

Dollars for Articles in His Paper 

With technicalities being cleared 
aside by a court room conference, fast 
action was expected March 7, when 
Aaron Sapiro's million dollar libel 
suit against Henry Ford comes to 
trial in federal district court. Henry 
Ford is expected to testify. It will be 
his first appearance in court since his 
libel suit against the Chicago Tribune 
several years ago. Sapiro, a Chicago 
lawyer of Jewish descent and organi¬ 
zer of nearly a hundred co-operative 
organizations for farmers, filed suit 
. in the summer of 1925 against Ford 
and the Dearhorn Independent, owned 
by the motor magnate. The suit is 
based on a series of 20 articles in the 
Independent, which charged that the 
co-operative organizations were in¬ 
tended to be profitable only to Sapiro, 
and that farmer members had to sell 
their produce to him for less than the 
• market pricer Sapiro was the agent 
of a “Jewish conspiracy” seeking to 
gain control of agriculture, the article 
said. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The Bank of Montreal opened a 
branch at Glenwood last week. 

The Canadian Government Mer¬ 
chant Maiino and the Reford Steam¬ 
ship lines have cut the Atlantic rate 
on cattle to $15 from the existing $20 
rate. 

’ Alberta is expected to play a con¬ 
siderable part in the World’s Poultry 
Congress which is to take plafc in 
Ottawa, July 27 to August 4th next, 
and Alberta poultrymen are now pre¬ 
paring exhibits for this event. There 
will he more than 5,000 delegates 
from foreign countries. 

The Canada Grain Act is the sub¬ 
ject of a motion placed on the order 
paper of the house by Thomas Don¬ 
nelly, Liberal, Willow Bunch, Sas- 
• katchewan”, for discussion this session. 
Mr. Donnelly has given notice of his 
intention to ask the members to sup¬ 
port his proposal for an amendment 
to the Grain act “to provide that the 
private terminal elevators be made 
subject to the same regulations as 
the public terminal elevators, so as to 
prevent the mixing of wheat in the 
three contract' grades, number one, 
two and three northern. 

A process by which a ton of straw 
may be burned to extract $250 worth 
of useful products from the smoke, 
has ..been discovered by George H. 
Harrispn, an industrial chemist, ac¬ 
cording to announcement by the mag- 
aine, Farm and Fireside. The chem¬ 
ist, it is said, has obtained 1,600 
pounds of products from each ton of 
wheat or oat straw, the products in¬ 
cluding a new germicide favorably re¬ 
ported on by the Mayo Brothers of 
Rochester, a roofing and daTnp proof¬ 
ing paint and a fly spray. It is even 
possible, but not yet economically 
practical, to run an auto on gas ob¬ 
tained from the straw, the magazine 
quotes the chemist as saying. 


t Dr. A. G. McMillan of Claresholm 
sold his half section of land recently 
to Mr. Shearer at $60 per acre. 

Alberta’s petroleum production ex¬ 
ceeded 200,000 barrels last year, and 
the output of coal was larger than it 
has been for th fee years. 

Excellent meetings continue on the 
forage crop train now touring central 
Alberta. Next week the tfain will 
commence its tour of C.N.R. lines, 
starting at Beiseker on March 1. 

An additional bonus of 50 cents a 
ton has been made payable to sugar 
beet growers in southern Alberta, by 
the Raymond sugar factory. This 
brings the net price to growers up to 
$6.75 a ton. 

The total market value' of agricul¬ 
tural production including game and 
furs in Alberta in 1926, is estimated 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
$263,913,250, an increase of $6,318,- 
635 over 1925. 

Honey production in Alberta is in- j 
creasing, the 1926 output being fifty! 
p€K,Cji»t. gi eater than the year before| 
$36,000 in value, as compared with 
$23,000. One man in the Lethbridge 
distinct produced nearly 50 tons, an¬ 
other 16 tons. 

The Alberta Government has bal¬ 
anced its accounts for the year 1926, 
with a small surplus, it was announc¬ 
ed by Premier Brownlee to the Legis¬ 
lature this week. The surplus will not 
be as large as at first estimated, ow¬ 
ing to the adder! costs of the general 
election. It is proposed to change the 
financial year of the Government to 
'eWrl March 31st. 

In the laste ten years pure bred 
horses have increased fifty per cent, 
in Canaria and pure-bred cattle 15<L. 
per cent., according to Hon. John S; 
Martin, Ontario Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture. The value of Canarlian live¬ 
stock, he said, is $750,000,000, a third 
of which is owned in Ontario. A like 
improvement is seen in the case of 
sheep and hogs. 

Increasing industrial activity’ in 
Medicine Hat is seen in various addi¬ 
tions anti extensions to producing con¬ 
cerns there. The old iron rolling mills 
now under new management, has ad¬ 
ded substantially to its payroll; the 
Medalta Potteries, Limited, are build¬ 
ing another kiln and the Rosary Flow¬ 
er Co. is planning another acre of 
glass houses. Cheap fuel for both in- j 
dustrial and domestic use is beginning] 
to attract the attention of industrial -1 
ists from outside parfs. 

The Alberta Government Telephone] 
system showed a profit of $270,000 in 
operation in the year 1926, according 
to the annual report of the depart-1 
ment. There was an increase of rev-] 
enue over 1925 of more than $454,000.] 
There are now. 20,413 rural subscrib-j 
ers and 36,517 subscribers on the ur-j 
ban system, making a total of 56,930] 
subscribers for the entire system, an 
increase of some 500 over the prev¬ 
ious year. 

There are now a total of 5,061 miles 
of railway lines in the province, com¬ 
pared with one thousand mlies in 1905 
when the province was formed. In 
the operation of the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment line to McMurray, there was an 
improvement of nearly $30,000 in the 
operating finances of the line, com¬ 
pared with the previous year. The In¬ 
creased business came chiefly from 
the development of the salt industry 
at McMurray. The other government 
line northwest from Lacombe showed 
an improvement of nearly $3,000 in 
its opdating finances over tire prev¬ 
ious year. 

Alberta farmers are urged by the 
Gover nment to obtain registered seed 
wherever possible, lot their grain 
crops. The-importance of using the 
best quality of seed obtainable is em¬ 
phasized in statements made by .the 
Minister of Agriculture for the prov¬ 
ince, the officials of the Seed Depart¬ 
ments, and of the Seed Growers,’ 1 As¬ 
sociation. _ A striking illustration of 
the value of good seed has been ob¬ 
tained in an experiment which the Un¬ 
iversity has been conducting during 
-the past three seasons. Samplles of 
seed wheat from the University were 
sent to various places in the province 
from south to north. The harvested 
seed was returned and graded, ami 
the samples ran at least opp grade 
better than the average samples com¬ 
ing from the same districts. “Why 
can’t all fanners grow wheat like 
this?’’ has been asked. The. answer is 
“So they could, easily, if they would 
use as good seed.”
